The latest word reaching the State Department came from Ambas-

Almost simultaneously came the report which said that the mem- 
bers of the Ukr?.nia Central Rada who had been in Petrograd and at, 
Brest-Litovsk had been arrested on charges of high treason and that 
these men and women likely would be shot. The State Department had 
no word confirming this report nor another which said that Lenine and 
Trotzky had been deposed and had flee 
1 from Petrograd. 


Nothing Would Surprise America 


Siate Department officials said very i'ranldy thai they 


be surprised at any developments in Russia at 
The entire s i t u a t i o n is subject to Kaleidoscopic 


changes, they said, and in many sections anarchy seems 
to rule supreme.
